“Arrayed against the bill.’’ the govern-

New York, March 3.—The stock mar- 
ket was whipped into a semblance of 
animation for a time today. but soon 
the proceedings dropped back into a 
lethargic state, with a reaction from 
the advance. Covering operations by 
Shorts were assigned as a chief source 
of the demand, which was incited by a 
#uccession of incidents of the last day 
Or two, serving to make the'‘shorts un- 
easy. Today there was printed in the 
financial! district a spetvific statement, 
attributed to Attorney General Bona- 
parte, that there was no intention on 
the part of the government authorities 
tO move an injunction against the pay- 
ment of the Southern Pacific dividend 
on shares held in the Unton Pacific con- 
trol. The bear element in the specula- 
tion has been’ making much of this sup- 
posed intention to help in depressing 
stocks, and they bought to cover with 
this development. Support was. still 
evident in National Lead and the re- 
sumtion of mining operations in the 
Montana copper camp continued under 
discussion with some stimulating effect 
on the copper industrials. The exten- 
sion of the rise today, after a consid- 
erable advance yesterday, drove in 
some shorts which were not affected 
yesterday. The dying out of the de- 
mand after these operations were ef- 
fected, wag pronounced. The element 
that prospers from habitual activity in 
stock operations was much impressed 
with the progress of attempts to se- 
cure legislation looking to the limita- 
tion of such operations to the actual 
transfer of holding fully paid for. 

The introduction of a bill in congress 
to tax stock transfer at the rate of 50 
cents for every $100 share of stock 
makes a penalty that would be prohibi- 
tive of the ordinary marginal opera- 
tlons {in stocks. Reports that this bill 
had the approva] of the administration 
were made throughout the stock’ ex- 
change, and added to the feeling of 
gigom, for some time prevalent, there 
Over any change of revival of § stock 
market activity. Fears were expressed 
of a similar message from Albany. The 
agitation in favor of restriction of deal- 
ings in future privileges on commodi- 
ties added to the importance of the 
subject, in the estimation of the stock 
trading element. The numerous prose- 
cutions announced on behalf of the 
government against railroad companies 
for noncompliance with the safety de- 
vice requirements of the law kept alive 
the subject of governmental activities 
against corporattons. The publication 
of the annual report of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, although it: dealt with 
conditions of the past, was made the 
occasion for support of.the stock, owing 
to the record achievements of the year 
in earnings ag well as in outlay. The 
reports supplied by the railroads tc 
the interstate commerce commission of 
monthly net earnings are read wii 
growing attention, although the changes 
in accounting prevent accurate compari- 
sons with preyious reperts. The legal 
requirements for methods of accounting 
give these reports added authority, and 
the ratio of operating expenses aflords 
a clue to the effects now being felt 
from economics. These are becoming 
more effective as the return to the 
owning companies of idle freight cars is 
perfected, which made a heavy and ex- 
pensive movement of empty cars while 
it was at its height. 

Copper was marked down again today, 
both in London and at the New York 
metal exchange, and thig had an _ in- 
fluence on the reaction in prices from 
the advance. Money and exchange mar- 
kets were dulj and featureless. The rise 
in last week's reports from New York 
to a value of over $20,000,000 is ex- 
planatory of the restraint on any ad- 
vancing tendency in the foreign ex- 
change market.
